CEPT suspends membership of 
Russia Federation and Belarus 
The European Conference of Postal and Telecommuni- 
cations Administrations (CEPT),has suspended the 
Russian Federation and Belarus from CEPT member- 
ship, in a March 17 announcement. It was requested by 
CEPT members. 
The suspension, which took effect March 18, is indefi- 
nite. In the CEPT Assembly there were 34 supportive 
responses to the proposal, and one abstention.Future 
readmission will need a two-thirds majority vote.

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RSGB statement re: the Russian Federation and 
Belarus 

The normal stance of amateur radio is that it is apoliti- 
cal. However, it is clear that recent actions by the 
Russian Federation and their military have crossed a line 
and the RSGB cannot in this instance remain neutral. 
The policy of the RSGB is that we will follow the 
actions of the mainstream sporting bodies with regard 
to all activities of a competitive nature such as contests 
and ARDF. Russian and Belarusian radio amateurs are 
therefore currently ineligible to participate in any event 
that is organised/sponsored by the RSGB. 
The policy of the RSGB in commercial activities is that 
we will refrain from trade with Russia and Belarus until 
further notice. For RSGB Contests, until further notice, 
all logs received from stations in the Russian 
Federation or Belarus will be treated as check logs.

CQ World Wide DX and WPX Contests to 
exclude Russian entries 

CQ Communications, Inc., publishers of CQ Amateur 
Radio magazine and sponsor of the CQ World Wide 
DX and WPX Contests, announced today that in light 
of the invasion of Ukraine by Russia and Belarus, it 
will not accept competitive entries in any of its spon- 
sored contests by amateur radio stations in Russia, Be- 
larus or the separatist Donbas region of Ukraine 
(unofficial D1 prefix). Logs submitted by these sta- 
tions will be accepted only as checklogs. In addition, 
contacts with these stations by other participants will 
have zero point value and will not count as multipliers. 


This is in line with a similar action taken by the Radio 
Society of Great Britain, following the lead of other 
international sports federations around the world. 


The CQ policy will take effect with the 2022 CQ WPX 
SSB Contest on March 26 and 27. Future events will 
be considered on a case-by-case basis, depending on 
the situation at that time.

ISED Releases Updated Policy on Amateur 
Radio and Examinations 


On March 22, 2022, Innovation, Science and Economic 
Development Canada (ISED) released updated versions 
of two important policy documents: RIC-1 — Guide for 
Examiners Accredited to Conduct Examinations for 
Amateur Radio Operator Certificates and RIC-3 — In- 
formation on the Amateur Radio Service. 


Both documents were updated to reflect the changes 
made to the Radiocommunication Regulations, specifi- 
cally the rescinded ISED $20 examination fee for Ama-

teur Radio Operator Certificates and the removal of 
certificates that are no longer issued by ISED. Other 
revisions include “editorial corrections for clarity” and 
the conversion to electronic format of the form to apply 
to become an Accredited Examiner. 
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
